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PLANNING ADVISORY SERVICE 

Planning Advisory Service is a cooperative research 
program supported by annual subscription fees from city, 
county, metropolitan, and state planning agencies; pri- 
vate consultants; developers; and universities. Fees range 
from $175 to $480. Fees for public agencies are based on 
population served. Full details are available from APA. 
Benefits to subscribers are as follows: 


PAS Reports 

PAS subscribers receive Planning Advisory Service re- 
ports 10 times a year. These technical reports cover a wide 
variety of subjects in the fields of planning, land-use controls, 
housing, social issues, and the environment. The reports 
may be a detailed look at a particular problem, such as 
parking standards in residential areas, or a general review 
of an emerging trend, such as new techniques for managing 
growth or energy-efficient planning methods. The total 
series covers the full range of planning issues and problems. 
Reports are prepared by the APA research staff as well as 
outside authors. Binders for permanent storage of reports 
can be ordered from APA at $5 each. 

All published PAS reports are available to subscribers 
on a loan basis or for sale at a reduced price. Up to three 
reports may be borrowed by a subscriber for a three-week 
period. Most PAS reports are not released for sale to the 
general public until two years after the publication date. 

In the event that subscription copies of PAS reports are 
not received, subscribers must notify APA reasonably soon 
after publication of the report. 

A subject index covering available PAS reports and the 
first PAS Memo series begins on page 5. It is followed by a 
chronological list of reports by title. A list of Planners 
Press publications appears on page 22. 


Inquiry-Answering Service 

A major feature of the Planning Advisory Service is re- 
search and advice on a subscriber's own particular plan- 
ning problems. Replies to inquiries are prepared by the 
APA research staff, comprised of experienced professional 
planners, lawyers, and others. An answer to a typical inquiry 
may be a citation to an especially good basic work, or it 
may bea letter giving an opinion on the problem described 
and including xeroxed or loan materials. 

To make best use of the service, please follow these 
steps: 

1. Write a letter addressed to Planning Advisory 

Service stating your question. Be as. specific as you 

can in formulating the question. It also helps to know 


what the information you need will be used for—back- 
ground research, a brief memo to the Zoning Board, 
definitions for upcoming staff meetings, or a six-month 
study. 

2. Tell :s your deadline. On the average, we are able 
to respond to inquiries within five days of receipt. If 
you need a response more quickly, we can call you 
back to convey brief information. 

3. Specify what types of information you need. We 
can usually provide bibliographies, references, names 
of persons who are facing similar problems, sample 
ordinance provisions, sample reports from other 
agencies, general background information, and advice. 
In response to inquiries, we do loan local planning 
reports and other agency materials that are not 
commercially available. We do NOT loan books that 
are available from commercial publishers or through 
Planners Bookstore. 


4. Please do not ask more than one question per letter. 
The inquiries are assigned to staff members on the 
basis of their areas of expertise, and it is easier if 
unrelated questions are in separate letters. 


PAS Memo 

The PAS Memo is a monthly publication used to share 
research information, distribute survey results, and dis- 
seminate news from APA and planning agencies to all 
PAS subscribers. Typical issues might include a bibliography 
on historic preservation, a summary of the regulations 
governing recreational vehicles in residential areas, or a 
review of coastal zone management legislation. Available 
only to PAS subscribers, the PAS Memo series is not 
indexed and back issues are not available. 

An earlier PAS Memo series was published by APA 
from April 1971 to January 1973. This earlier series is still 
sold by Planners Bookstore and is included in this index. 


Special Publications 

As a bonus to PAS subscribers, selected studies pub- 
lished by other agencies occasionally are sent to subscribers 
free of charge. These have included such studies as the 
series on measuring impacts of land development that 
HUD made available to APA for distribution and reports 
that were prepared by APA under sponsored-research con- 
tracts, like the EPA-funded study of water quality man- 
agement planning and the CEQ-sponsored study of recrea- 
tional land development impacts. 





Planning, The APA Magazine 

PAS subscribers may also subscribe to APA's monthly 
magazine, Planning, for the special rate of $20 a year. It 
features articles on the many aspects of planning and pro- 
vides current information in the field. The Planners Library 
section of the magazine lists by subject the hundreds of 
planning reports and studies received by the APA library 
each year.

APA SPONSORED-RESEARCH PROGRAM 

APA's research and advisory services include contract 
research studies done on a fee basis for federal, state, and 
local government agencies, foundations, and other private 
organizations. These studies explore new problems in 
planning and new approaches to planning problems and 
promote the acceptance and understanding of planning by 
the public. Major fields of APA research have included 
growth management techniques, land-use regulations, 
environmental and socioeconomic impact assessment, and 
planning agency administration. APA does not prepare or 
review individual plans, zoning ordinances, or other 
development regulations. 

The sponsored-research program is especially helpful to 
planning agencies wanting to examine their operations, 
administrative practices, and program directions or to give 
in-depth attention to specific technical planning problems. 
APA has conducted administrative studies for city, county, 
and metropolitan planning commissions; councils of 
government; and state planning agencies. Further informa- 
tion on the APA sponsored-research program is available 
on request from David R. Mosena, Director of Research.
